Provo  City  Attorney  Tom  Tay- 
lor today  was  directed  by  the  city 
commission  to  explore  the  pos- 
sibility of  drafting  an  ordinance 
requiring  property  owners  and 
owners  of  existing  rentals  to  pro- 
vide off  street  parking  for  all 
cars  used  by  residents  of  the  pre- 
mises.

lots  for  parking  even  during  day- 
time hours,  said  Ward  Heal, 
chairman  of  special  off-street 
parking  committee.

Mayor  Verl  G.  Dixon  and  Com- 
missioner Luke  Clegg  said  per- 
sonal inspection  of  areas  where 
complaints  were  received  of  stu- 
dents monopolizing  street  parking 
indicated  that  space  was  available 
off  street  — if  owners  would  pro- 
vide entrance  and  gravel  or  black- 
top yard  space. 

Mr.  Heal  said  it  was  unfair  to 
students  for  a landlord  to  rent 
them  an  apartment  at  say  $35 
a student  — then  fail  to  provide 
parking  space.  If  they  intend  to 
rent  without  parking  space  they 
should  low'er  the  rent,  and  rent 
only  to  students  without  cars,  he 
said. 

Acting  Police  Chief  LeGrand 
Baker  said  it  would  be  impossible 
to  enforce  the  existing  city  ordin- 
ance prohibiting  parking  longer 
than  30  minutes  on  the  street  be- 
tween the  houi-s  of  2 and  6 a.m. 

“It  would  take  10  times  as 
much  space  as  tlie  present  city 
pound,  now  used  to  impound  cars 
parked  on  the  street  more  than  72 
hours,”  he  said. 

But  spot  checking  where  vio- 
lations are  reported  would  help, 
said  commissioners. 

Commissioner  W.  Smoot  Brim- 
hall  said  it  was  unfair  to  tag  the 
car  of  a man  bringing  home  his 
girl,  or  men  off  a night  shift, 
stopping  to  visit  at  the  home  of  a 
friend  after  2 a.m. 

Bob  Bunker  protested  that  stu- 
dents park  in  the  daytime  in  front 
of  his  house,  making  it  impossible 
for  him  to  park  his  own  car. 

In  some  instances,  said  Mayor 
Dixon,  it  might  be  possible  to 
ban  parking,  as  on  Seventh  East.

Mlllett  Plans  Cool  Trip 
To  Heart  of  Earthquake 


A BYU  professor  will  join  an 
expedition  to  Alaska  in  an  at- 
tempt to  determine  the  effects  of 
the  March  27,  Alaskan  earth> 
quake  on  the  state’s  glaciers. 

Marion  T.  Millett  of  the  BYU 
Geography  Department  will  join 
other  glacialists  in  a five-week 
tour  sponsored  by  the  American 
Geological  Society.  The  expedi- 
tion, leaving  August  17,  will  visit 
the  Juneau  Icefield,  the  Prince 
William  Sound  area,  which  was 
the  epicenter  for  the  earthquake, 
and  the  Mt.  McKinley  area. 

Glaciers  Budget  Too 

Prof.  Millett  will  dig  holes  in 
the  glaciers  to  measure  the  rate 
of  accumulation  and  rate  of  run- 
off and  determine  the  glacier’s 
budget  (amount  of  gain  or  loss). 

Prof.  Millett  feels  that  the  gla- 
ciers will  not  show  the  effects  of 
the  quake  because  of  their  im- 
mense size.  The  large  glaciers  are 
often  eight  miles  across,  3,000 
feet  deep  and  50  miles  long — giant 
rivers  of  ice. 

Many  of  the  Alaskan  glaciers 
have  been  studied  for  years.  The 
new  expedition  will  be  the  sixth 
trip  by  Prof.  Millett.  He  first  be- 
gan his  studies  in  1957  and  did 
his  doctoral  dissertation  on  the 
glaciers  of  the  Prince  William 
Sound. 


Scientists  study  glaciers 
many  reasons,  explained  Proi] 
Millett.  One  is  associated  with  tl 
earth’s  energy  balance.  Glacial 
are  very  sensitive  historians  i 
climate,  and  by  studying  presc 
activity  scientists  can  determia 
long  term  trends  of  climate, 
will  be  interesting  to  discover  i 
the  earth  is  cooling  or  warmhi 
he  said. 

Be  Gi*ateful  for  That  Ice 

One  fifth  of  the  land  surfaci 
of  the  earth  is  presently  covere 
by  ice,  he  said.  If  all  the  ice  wen 
to  melt,  the  sea  level  would  raia 
as  much  as  2(X)  feet  which  wouij 
make  most  of  the  people  of  thj 
earth  homeless  since  most 
them  live  below  that  elevation. 

“There  is  no  impending  disas 
ter;  nevertheless,  the  potential  c 
there  '^nd  scientists  are  trying  i 
determine  what  is  happening,”  I 
explained. 

Weather  Record 
Accurate  records  of  weatlw 
are  only  150  years  old,  and  prol^ 
ably  the  best  record  of  long-time 
duration  is  contained  in  the  j 
ciers.  Prof.  Millett  concluded, 
He  will  present  a paper  on  tlie 
subject  at  the  Alaskan  Science 
Conference  in  Fairbanks,  Sept 
1-4.
